TAXES U. S. PRINTING PLANT 


Treasury in March Was Forced to 
Deliver 37,824,000 Bills, Without 
Walting to “Cure” Them. 

By the Associated Presa 
WASHINGTON, April 8.—The 
rapidly growing popularity of the 
dollar bill has become a problem 
to Treasury officials. The Govern- 
ment is faced with the necessity of 
greatly expanding the capacity of 
its printing plant to meet the pub- 
lic demand for circulation of the 


unit of paper currency or inducing 


the public to be more economical 
in its use, 

Just why there ie such a demand 
for the dollar bill that its circu- 
lation has increased more than 


seven times since 1900 and exactly 


three times since 1919 is a puzzie 
Which Assistant Secretary Dewey 
has started out to solve.
